DETENTE IMPERILS 
NATO 
The Soviet Union and its allies “have shown how to 
couple a policy of detente with a strong military policy. 
We (in NATO) have not shown the same ability. Detente, 
in fact, has resulted in complacency, erosion, and a 
cutback of military forces in many of our countries.” 
That view was offered recently by none other than Gen. 
Andrew J. Goodpaster, who served as Supreme Allied 
Commander of North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
forces for five and one-half years, ending last December. 
The venerable, now retired Army officer, in a seminar 
sponsored by the Institute for American Strategy, 
outlined why detente imperils the Western Alliance. 
“There is uneasiness in NATO that through direct 
communication (between the United States and the 
Soviet Union), they are being left out,” said Goodpaster. 
Even more dangerous, he indicated, has been the ten­ 
dency in member countries to relax their guard in the 
belief that detente has made the world safer for diver­ 
sity. 
The 
General, 
addressing a 
top-level group of 
Washington journalists, emphasized that detente means 
something 
quite 
differrent 
in 
Moscow 
than 
in 
Washington. The definition accepted by the U.S., he said, 
is a “reduction of the causes of tension.” Russia, 
however, has other ideas, said Goodpaster, and we are 
“on unsafe ground if we expect it (a real detente) to 
come from a changed ideology in the Soviet Union.” 
Goodpaster also charged that there has been a “con­ 
spiracy of silence” in the West on the overwhelming 
numerical superiority of Warsaw Pact forces vis-a-vis 
NATO forces. The former, he explained, has twice as 
many aircraft, three times as many tanks, and “parity 
plus” in strategic nuclear weapons. 
The General took his stand precisely where every 
responsible U.S. leader has stood: the sole basis for 
respect from the Soviet Union is strength. It is a lesson 
we can only hope the West will learn before it is too late.

When a woman goes to work 
today, she is not doing anything 
unusual—there are now more 
than 
33,000,000 
women 
working—but she will suffer all 
forms of discrimination. 
She will get less pay than men 
for the same type of work; she 
will get less promotional op­ 
portunities; she will be laid off 
more frequently; and she will 
find it much more difficult to 
break into higher paying oc­ 
cupations. Working women live 
with these realities despite the 
fact that nearly two-thirds of 
them are providing essential 
incomes for their families, and 
without 
that 
income, 
these 
families would sink below the 
poverty level as defined by the 
United States Department of 
Labor. 
Some of the statistics are 
startling. 
For 
example, 
the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisors estimates there is an 
earning differential of 20 per 
cent between men and women 
that

wages paid to men and women:

We 
smuggled a reporter last week 
into one of the nation’s most 
fo rb id d in g , 
im p e n e tra b le 
prisons 
-- 
the 
130-year-old, 
m axim um 
security Clinton 
Correctional Facility just below 
the Canadian border in rural 
New York. 
Inmates had complained to us 
that they had been beaten, hosed 
down, harassed and subjected to 
degrading regulations such as 
repetitive rectal searches. 
C lin to n ’s 
7 1 -y e a r-o ld 
superintendent, Jam es Edwin 
LaVallee, known on the inside as 
the “godfather,” told us the 
charges are “the standard kind 
of 
sympathy-arousing 
com­ 
plaints.” 
He denied anything improper 
was happening inside his prison. 
“Actually,” he said, “ it’s a 
pretty nice place, pretty well 
run.” 
To find out for ourselves, we 
sent a reporter, Terry Repak, 
into Clinton. We arranged with 
New 
York 
Assemblywoman 
Marie Runyon to appoint her as 
a staff advisor and to take her on 
an inspection tour. It’s the only 
way a reporter can get an inside 
view of New York’s most feared 
and formidable prison. 
Repak, who has toured other 
state prisons for the American 
Bar Association’s Correctional 
Reform 
Com m ittee, 
found 
Clinton the most depressing and 
degrading place she had ever 
visited. 
Within 
the 
massive 
gray 
walls, more than 2,000 sullen 
inmates are crowded in dank, 
musty cellblocks. They sleep 
with 
roaches 
in 
their 
bed- 
springs, 
bed 
bugs 
in 
their 
mattresses and an open toilet 
two feet from their heads. 
The heavy iron doors slam so 
fast behind them that prisoners 
complained 
of getting 
their 
arms caught. For exercise, they 
congregate in a dreary asphalt 
courtyard (he size of a grade 
school playground. 
Prisoners in the disciplinary 
cellblock, the infamous Unit 14, 


nicknamed “the box,” com­ 
plained 
of 
physical 
and 
psychological brutality. They 
told of beatings, harassments 
and 
hosings. 
Last month a 
convicted murderer, Wilfredo 
Sostre, hanged himself from the 
overhead pipes after 18 months 
in “ the box.” 
Runyon and Repak insisted 
upon talking to inmates from the 
notorious cellblock. Typical was 
the 
report 
of 
Roosevelt 
Williamson, a 24-year-old black 
youth, who had spent six months 
in Unit 14. 
Because he had agreed to the 
interview, he said, the guards 
hassled him and compelled him 
to bend over for a prolonged 
rectal 
search. 
“Bend 
over 
further, 
we can’t see good 
enough,” they taunted him. 
He eventually appeared for 
the 
interview , 
his 
hands 
shackled to a belt at his waist by 
steel cuffs. His devotions as a 
Sunni Muslim, he said, had 
landed him in Unit 14. He would 
spread a sheet on the floor five 
times a day for prayers. His 
sheet 
and 
other 
religious 
m aterials 
w ere 
seized 
as 
“contraband,” 
and 
he 
was 
dumped into “ the box” for 
protesting. 
Because he is forbidden by his 
religion to use a razor, the young 
Muslim had a shadow of a 
beard, which was taken as a sign 
of dissent. Last month his family 
was turned away after a long 
journey from New York City, he 
charged, because he allegedly 
hadn’t shaved. Three days later, 
he was dragged from his cell 
and shot with the knockout drug 
thorazin. When he came to, he 
had been clean-shaven. 
Showering was a humiliating 
ordeal for the slight, 120-pound 
Williamson. 
“You 
walk out 
naked, backwards, in the middle 
of 10 or 12 big white guards who 
laugh 
at you,” 
he alleged. 
Rather than put up with the 
derision, he bathed and washed 
his clothes in the toilet beside his 
bed. 
After 60 days in “the box,” he 
appeared before the superin­ 
tendent’s advisory committee to 
get his disciplinary sentence 
reviewed. “The whole way back 
from the meeting,” he said, "the 


guards were stepping on the 
backs of my sneakers. I was 
scared, you know, and when I 
got back in my cell ... then they 
jumped me.” 
Elsewhere in the prison our 
reporter found no evidence of 
physical abuse. But those who 
became active in educational or 
civil 
rights 
program s 
en ­ 
countered other forms of in­ 
timidation. 
“You may not get outrightly 
knocked in the head,” said one, 
“but you’ll lose privileges or get 
tripped on the rules. ” 
Another 
put it this way: 
“We’re 
mentally 
smothered 
here. A man is not permitted to 
think for himself but leaves here 
so brainwashed he can’t func­ 
tion unless he hears a billy club 
rapon the bars.” 
Inmate Tivis Hawkins, for 
example, was reprimanded by a 
guard for taking his book into 
the mess hall. When he proved 
there was no rule against this, 
the angry guard trumped up 
another 
charge 
and 
had 
Hawkins thrown into a keep-lock 
cell for 14 days. 
Inmates complained it takes 
extraordinary symptoms before 
they are given medical at­ 
tention. Several who were in­ 
terviewed pointed out the scales 
on the sides of their mouths from 
Vitamin C deficiency. Yet the 
doctors merely coated the sores 
with camphor. 
Conditions inside Clinton, we 
concluded, 
violate the 
Con­ 
stitutional rights of the inmates. 
The 
Constitution 
guarantees 
that they won’t be subjected to 
“cruel 
and 
unusual punish­ 
ments.” 
Footnote: 
Most of the in­ 
mates’ charges were confirmed 
by prison officials who were 
questioned privately by 
our 
reporter. The deputy superin­ 
tendent, 
Patrick 
McGann, 
categorically denied most of the 
charges and then referred us to 
the state penal system for 
comment. A spokesman said 
Commissioner Benjamin Ward 
“ is concerned’’ 
about 
the 
charges and will investigate 
them. “We always welcome any 
information 
about 
any 
allegations,” 
said 
the 
spokesman. 


"They knew that whether they 
gave or not would have no im­ 
pact on any decision of the 
public service commission,” the 
governor said. “There is no 
communication from this office 
to the commission about any 
regulatory matter pending 
before the commission.” 
Records of the conference 
supplied 
by 
the

ad­ 
ministration show that South­ 
western Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany and Laclede Gas Company 
of St. Louis each contributed 
$1,000

Fleischer said money and 
services were sought from many 
major businesses not only in St.

Records show that about 60 
Missouri companies, many of 
which do business with the state, 
contributed to the Republican 
event.

and

representative of Missouri for 
governors and their staffs at­ 
tending the meeting. 
Fleischer said the money was 
solitited with the understanding 
that any funds left over would go 
to charity rather than to the

Republican 
Party. 
Some money was left and was 
donated to the St. Louis United 
Way campaign last month, he 
said.

WASHINGTON - For a while, 
the romanticists had it that Don 
Calo Gambino, 
godfather of 
godfathers, had dispatched a 
courier 
to the Detroit and 
Chicago combines to get them 
off their duffs and go find 
Jim m y Hoffa alive or dead to 
prove that the syndicate doesn’t 
go in for this sort of thing. The 
Mafia was getting a bad name 
what with word getting around 
that this was an organization hit 
of such a nice fellow. 
Well, 
Don 
Carlo, 
relaxing 
quietly in his Massapequa, Long 
Island (N.Y.) shangri-la, did no 
such thing. To the boss of bosses, 
Hoffa and some of the tatter's 
friends were upstarts making 
too many waves, spilling too 
many leaks and turning author 
too frequently. This just isn’t 
Don C alos 
thing. 
Detective 
stories yes. Autobiographies no. 
And it wasn’t the Mafia which 
was gettin a bad name - it was, 
and is, the federal government. 
It isn’t the syndicate which is 
getting 
the heat. 
It’s 
the 
government. 
And the hottest seat in town 
has been that of Michigan’s 
Republican 
Senator 
with 
a 
future, 
52-year-old 
R obert 
G riffin, 
co-author 
of 
the 
powerful 1959 Landrum-Griffin 
labor-management 
reporting 
and disclosure law. His con­ 
stituency wants action on the 
Hoffa disappearance, and on the 
huge 
team ster 
$2.5 
billion 
pension, 
health and welfare 
funds centralized in Chicago. 
Griffin lunched with Frank 
(Fitz) Fitzsimmons, Teamsters 
general president. Nothing new. 
Fitz also conferred privately 
with New York 
Sen. Jack 
Javits, co-author of the pension 
reform act, known as “ERISA.” 
Still nothing new. 
On Sept. 27 Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller, too, lunched 
with 
F itz, 
who said 
h e’d 
cooperate with any probe but 
wouldn’t stand for any smear. 
Finally Griffin decided that 
John Dunlop’s Labor Depart­ 
ment was too timid; that the 
Justice Department was too 
busy and time had come to call 
for a Senate select committee in 
the image of Arkansas elder 
statesm an 
Sen. 
John 
McClellan’s famed probe - the 
one which sired two presidential 
candidates, John Kennedy and 
Barry Goldwater (both mem­ 
bers of the old group). 
Well, Dunlop isn’t timid. He 
has a sort of science fiction 
talent for being opaque and 
transparent simultaneously. His 
Labor 
Department 
probers 
quietly are deep into the in­ 
vestigation of the vast Team­ 
sters Central States, Southeast 
and Southwest Pension fund and 
interlocked health and welfare 
monies. These have paid out $2.5 
billion in the past 14 years. 
But it will take an additional 
300 to 400 
auditors and in­ 
vestigators. 
Dunlop doesn’t 
have the money to hire them. 
Why? He’s asked the White 
House to push it. No report of a 
further push. Why? If so it’s all 


buried in Congress. Why? 
Further, Dunlop has a passion 
for “due process” and is allergic 
to the investigative reporter. 
He’s a devotee of the quiet 
probe. But timid he’s not. 
N either 
is 
the 
Ju stice 
Department. FBI agents are 
neck deep in the Hoffa mystery. 
And 
in the 
pension-welfare- 
health investigation. But there 
must be some certral strategy. 
How do you hit the fund? How 
does one determine the role of 
the 16 trustees who administer 
the funds? 
These are the questions now 
being studied by t^e coordinated 
“ task force” meeting in Detroit, 
Chicago and here in the capital. 
Should it be attempted on a 
criminal or civil basis? Either 
way the probe and grand juries 
treatm ent and possible trials 
would take four or five years. 
Would it be easier to prove 
criminal conspiracy or to go in 
for a search of possible civil 
violations 
of the tru ste e s’ 
fiduciary relationship? 
And after all the howling, 
where is the manpower? Why, 
for example, was a crack team 
of Labor Department probers 
taken off investigations in the 
Florida office of the U.S. Labor 
Department and dispersed into 
other sections - as some of them 
have charged? 
How can the Justice Depar- 
tment-IRS-Labor 
Department 
task force prove that risky 
loans, bad loans, shady loans 
and even loans as huge as a 
combination of $200 million to 
one operator (now dead) were 
criminal violations? 
Sure, lots of tough names have 
gotten their hands on loans. 
That’s easy to trace - the whole 
thing: the 
m bankruptcy, the 
quick 
deals, 
the 
incestuous 
Midwest 
crowd’s 
skimmings 
which have been reported over 
the years. 
Point is - why haven’t all 
these mysteries been cracked 
before? Why have there been 
just two or three convictions, 
one of which was Hoffa himself, 
involving crooked deals? These 
stories have been in the public 
prints for years - dollar by 
dollar, 
scheme 
by 
scheme, 
alleged fraud by alleged fraud. 
The questions to be answered 
are: 
Why hasn’t there been 
enough 
investigataive 
m an­ 
power? 
Why 
hasn’t 
John 
Dunlop’s 
request 
for 
more 
money been rushed through? 
Why have the nation’s 17 anti­ 
organized 
crim e 
Ju stic e 
Department strike forces been 
held in leash? Why have their 
appropriations been squeezed? 
So Sen. Griffin now wants 
some answers; Who was suf­ 
ficiently powerful in the Mid­ 
western combines to give a body 
movement assent to the hit on 
Hoffa? 
What about all the 
violence in and around Hoffa’s 
home local 299, Detroit? 
Why* 
hasn’t the bureaucracy all the 
way up, up, up the line been 
more active? 
Once and for all, the nation 
should know who actually 
^controlled that money before the 
bookkeeping began adding up 
fiduciarily. Could be we might 
learn something politically.

DETENTE IMPERILS 
NATO 
The Soviet Union and its allies “have shown how to 
couple a policy of detente with a strong military policy. 
We (in NATO) have not shown the same ability. Detente, 
in fact, has resulted in complacency, erosion, and a 
cutback of military forces in many of our countries.” 
That view was offered recently by none other than Gen. 
Andrew J. Goodpaster, who served as Supreme Allied 
Commander of North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
forces for five and one-half years, ending last December. 
The venerable, now retired Army officer, in a seminar 
sponsored by the Institute for American Strategy, 
outlined why detente imperils the Western Alliance. 
“There is uneasiness in NATO that through direct 
communication (between the United States and the 
Soviet Union), they are being left out,” said Goodpaster. 
Even more dangerous, he indicated, has been the ten­ 
dency in member countries to relax their guard in the 
belief that detente has made the world safer for diver­ 
sity. 
The 
General, 
addressing 
a 
top-level 
group of 
Washington journalists, emphasized that detente means 
something 
quite 
differrent 
in 
Moscow 
than 
in 
Washington. The definition accepted by the U.S., he said, 
is a “reduction of the causes of tension.” Russia, 
however, has other ideas, said Goodpaster, and we are 
“on unsafe ground if we expect it (a real detente) to 
come from a changed ideology in the Soviet Union.” 
Goodpaster also charged that there has been a “con­ 
spiracy of silence” in the West on the overwhelming 
numerical superiority of Warsaw Pact forces vis-a-vis 
NATO forces. The former, he explained, has twice as 
many aircraft, three times as many tanks, and “parity 
plus” in strategic nuclear weapons. 
The General took his stand precisely where every 
responsible U.S. leader has stood: the sole basis for 
respect from the Soviet Union is strength. It is a lesson 
we can only hope the West will learn before it is too late.

A 
case in point is a nifty little item called the “Taser Public 
Defender 
which its maker, Taser System of Los

by 18-foot wires The darts can penetrate 1.5 inches of 
clothing and deliver a 50,000-volt jolt that is exceedingly 
painful and incapacitating but not deadly. Or so the 
company says in its literature. 
As might have been predicted, however, in the first 
“wartime” use of the Taser Public Defender that has 
come to our attention, a young woman and her male 
companion walked into a gas station in Miami where the 
woman smilingly zapped the attendant with the elec­ 
tronic dart gun and then helped her accomplice clean out 
the cash register. The attendant, who true to the com­ 
pany’s promise was not killed, described it as “the worst 
pain lever felt.” 
To make the story complete, the Taser Public 
Defender was stolen from an office in Miami. In fact, it 
was one of eight stolen — and not by anybody interested 
in defending the public, you may be sure

When a woman goes to work 
today, she is not doing anything 
unusual—there are now more 
than 
33,000,000 
women 
working—but she will suffer all 
forms of discrimination. 
She will get less pay than men 
for the same type of work; she 
will get less promotional op­ 
portunities; she will be laid off 
more frequently; and she will 
find it much more difficult to 
break into higher paying oc­ 
cupations. Working women live 
with these realities despite the 
fact that nearly two-thirds of 
them are providing essential 
incomes for their families, and 
without 
that 
income, 
these 
families would sink below the 
poverty level as defined by the 
United States Department of 
Labor 
Some erf the statistics are 
startling 
For 
example, 
the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisors estimates there is an 
earning differential of 20 per 
cent between men and women 
that 
can 
be 
definitely 
at­ 
tributable to sex discrimination 
This is a major contributing 
cause for the wide disparity in 
wages paid to men and women; 
the median wage for year- 
round, 
full-time 
workers 
is 
$10,608 for men and $6448 for 
women. Indeed pay differentials 
based on sex are even greater 
than those based on race or 
national origin 
And they are 
getting worse. In the last 20 
years, women’s earnings have 
declined from 63.9 to 57.9 per 
cent erf men’s earnings. 
Unemployment also has hit 
women harder than men At the 
end of last year, the unem­ 
ployment rate for men was 6.2 
per cent, while it was 8.6 per 
cent for women. 
Also, 
sex 
discrim ination 
probably 
accounts for the 
unusual concentration of women 
in certain occupations and job 
situations. More than one third 
of working women are employed 
in 
just 
seven 
oc­ 
cupations secretarial, 
sales, 
general 
household, 
teaching, 
bookkeeping, food service and 
nursing And more than one half 
are employed in jobs where 70 
per cent or more of the work­ 
force is composed of women 
Such concentration makes it 
easy for employers to lower pay 
scales 
since

overabundance

workers. Naturally, this fosters 
higher unemployment, too.

magazine, the mass of voters 
have finally realized who pays 
for government spending. They 
do, all of them But can a real 
curb on spending be far behind?

recently. He was shocked to

spending continues to grow, but 
the various governments all 
over America have reached-or 
passed--the practical limits of 
their power to tax. 
President Ford has staked out

pocket next year, coupled with 
equivalent cuts in federal 
spending.

superintendent, Jam es Edwin 
LaVallee, known on the inside as 
the "godfather,” told us the 
charges are “the standard kind 
of 
sympathy-arousing 
com­ 
plaints.” 
He denied anything improper 
was happening inside his prison. 
“Actually,” he said, "it’s a 
pretty nice place, pretty well 
run.” 
To find out for ourselves, we 
sent a reporter, Terry Repak, 
into Clinton We arranged with 
New’ 
York 
Assemblywoman 
Marie Runyon to appoint her as 
a staff advisor and to take her on 
an inspection tour It's the only 
way a reporter can get an inside 
view of New York’s most feared 
and formidable prison. 
Repak, who has toured other 
state prisons for the American 
Bar Association's Correctional 
Reform 
Com m ittee, 
found 
Clinton the most depressing and 
degrading place she had ever 
visited. 
Within 
the 
massive 
gray 
walls, more than 2,000 sullen 
inmates are crowded in dank, 
musty cellblocks 
They sleep 
with 
roaches 
in 
their 
bed 
springs, 
bed 
bugs 
in 
their 
m attresses and an open toilet 
two feet from their heads 
The heavy iron doors slam so 
fast behind them that prisoners 
complained 
of 
getting 
their 
arm s caught For exercise, they 
congregate in a dreary asphalt 
courtyard the size of a grade 
school playground, 
Prisoners in the disciplinary 
cellblock, the infamous Unit 14, 


nicknamed “ the box,” com­ 
plained 
of 
physical 
and 
psychological brutality. They 
told of beatings, harassments 
and 
hosings. 
Last month a 
convicted murderer, Wilfredo 
Sostre, hanged himself from the 
overhead pipes after 18 months 
in “ the box.” 
Runyon and Repak insisted 
upon talking to inmates from the 
notorious cellblock Typical was 
the 
report 
of 
Roosevelt 
Williamson, a 24-year-old black 
youth, who had spent six months 
in Unit 14. 
Because he had agreed to the 
interview, he said, the guards 
hassled him and compelled him 
to bend over for a prolonged 
rectal 
search. 
“ Bend 
over 
further, 
we can’t see good 
enough,” they taunted him. 
He eventually appeared for 
the 
interview , 
his 
hands 
shackled to a belt at his waist by 
steel cuffs. His devotions as a 
Sunni Muslim, he said, had 
landed him in Unit 14 He would 
spread a sheet on the floor five 
times a day for prayers. His

as 
“contraband," 
and

dumped into “ the box” for 
protesting 
Because he is forbidden by his 
religion to use a razor, the young 
Muslim had a shadow of a 
beard, which was taken as a sign 
of dissent. Last month his family 
was turned away after a long 
journey from New York City, he 
charged, because he allegedly 
hadn’t shaved Three days later, 
he was dragged from his cell 
and shot with the knockout drug 
thorazin When he came to, he 
had been clean-shaven. 
Showeruig was a humiliating 
ordeal for the slight, 120-pound 
Williamson.

of 10 or 12 big white guards who

take 1 mg of Synthyroid daily 
DEAR READER - Your 
doctor is very wise m helping 
you to lose weight. Many mild 
diabetics can be controlled by 
diet alone, and that usually 
means eliminating any excess 
obesity and keeping the fat off 
thereafter. 
Unfortunately. 2000 calories 
a day is too much for many 
w om en 
You can have a 
balanced diet and get down to 
1200 calories a day. if you need 
to. in order to lose weight.

A borderline diabetic not on 
medicine does not have this 
problem. 
A similar situation exists 
regarding exercise, but is 
more often neglected. Exer­ 
cise burns up calories and 
lowers blood sugar. Unusual 
exercise may decrease the in­ 
sulin re q u ire m e n ts or in­ 
crease the food requirements 
to avoid an insulin reaction. A 
diabetic needs to live a fairly 
regulated life if he is to use a 
regular, constant amount of 
medicine for his blood sugar. 
A regular exercise program 
will help you with your diet 
program. The whole idea is to 
have a daily negative balance 


of calories, in other words to 
spend more than you take in — 
deficit spending, if you will 
There are two sides to the coin 
on doing that. One is to limit 
your calorie intake, and the 
other is to increase your 
calorie use. and e x e rc ise 
helps with the latter. 
A low thyroid function will 
d e c r e a s e 
the a m o u n t of 
calories that your body will 
use at rest This will make los­ 
ing weight more difficult. For 
other readers I hasten to add
